The yield of potatoes in Canada 
in 1930 totalled 81.933,333 bushels, 
from 574,500 acres, an average yield 
of about 142 bushels per acre. In 
1929 the yield was 66,550,000 bush¬ 
els from 543.727 acres, or an aver¬ 
age yield of 122 bushels per acre. 
Potatoes are grown successfully in 
commercial quantities in every 
province of the Dominion. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway 
has announced placing of orders 
with the Algoma Steel Company of 
Sault Ste Marie for 30,000 tons of 
130 lbs steel rail for spring deliv¬ 
ery. representing a value of approx¬ 
imately $1,500,000. This unusually 
heavy rail will be laid on 150 miles 
of the company's main line in the 
Mountain Division of British Col¬ 
umbia. ) 

Prescott, Ont., Canada's newest 
national port, is rapidly approach¬ 
ing completion. The $5,500,000 
terminal which the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment is building there as a 
turning point for the Upper Great 
Fakes grain Fiats when they come 
down through the Welland Canal in 
the spring of this year will be 
ready for traffic in advance. 

Canoeing histor> was made at 
Quebec recently when the seven 
Lavoie brothers piloted their craft 
over the ice-dotted waters of the 
St. Lawrence between Quebec and 
Levis in the remarkable time of 9 
minutes, 43 seconds, and took first 
place in the canoe race which was 
one of the features of the Quebec 
Winter sports season with head¬ 
quarters at the Chateau Froutenac. 

“Melody Mike", Canadian Pacific 
Railway radio feature given every 
Monday night, is not only attracts 
lug wide popularity in Canada; the 
United Stales also like It and the 
railway's radio department recently 
had a letter from u school teacher 
in Angola, New York state, asking 
for 55 copies of Melody Mike’s Fa¬ 
vorite Irish songs, for distribution 
among her pupils, 

In 1930 the Dominion’s gold pro¬ 
duction was valued at $43,000,000, 
an increase of $2,000,000 over 1929. 
The capital investment lu the min¬ 
ing industry in Cunada at the end 
of 1929, the last year for which 
complete industrial statistics are aa 
yet available, amounted to $850,000,- 
000. In that year the industry gave 
employment to 95,000 men and paid 
ont in salaries aud wages $125,000,- 
000 . 

The establishment of a $75,000 
marine leg for bundling grain &t 
the Ocean Terminals is one part 
or the programme for the develop¬ 
ment of the Port of Halifax recom¬ 
mended to the Federal Government 
leccntly l,y the Halifax Board of 
’4arbor Commissioners. This ad¬ 
dition. in the opinion of the chair¬ 
man of the Commission, would at¬ 
tract inure shippers and vessels to 
the port, and would save in ono 
year an amount equal lo the cost 
ti the equipment. . .. .

BLOOD PRESSURE 


Tlie blood in our bodies is constant 
ly in circulation. The heart, which 
fills with b’ood between beats, tnru 
sts out this blood each time it contr¬ 
acts, thud causing it to circulate 
This thrust, or impulse, given by the 
heart, is carried right alcng the 
blood stream in the arteries, and can 
be felt at various points in the body, 
notably at the wrist, where it is call 
ed the pulse. 

The degree of blood rcs.surc varies 
in different people; indeed, it variei' 
in the tame person, fro n hour t > 

> hour, depending upon a number of 
factors ,sucli as activity und re3t 
Variations in the blood pressure with 

in aortaln limit,** are normal; outside 

of such limits if the condition per¬ 
sists, then it is abniral. If the blood 
pres ure is persistently above or be¬ 
low the normal, this is a symptom 
which suggests soe disturbance cf 
the functions of the body, or the cx 
istence of some diseased condition 

Frequently someone states that hi 
is suffering from high blcod pressure 
such an individual being evidently 
under the impression that high bl'od 
pressure is a definite disease. It l j 
not a disease it is onl> one spin p torn 
which may indicate disease. In the 
way that sugar or albumin in the 
urine is a sign of disease, lo is high 
blood pressure a symptom of some 
abnormal eondtion. 

About the worst thing that can 
happen to. someone whose blood 
pressure is high is for him to become 
the type of individual who thinks or 
talks of nothing else. This Is bad 
for himself and it is hard on his frien 
ds. It is not suggested tliat an abnor¬ 
mal blood pressure be ignored, but 
once advic e has been received from 
the doctor as to treatment and as to 
how to live, it would be ever so much 
better for the patient t> follow that, 
advice and v top fussing. We say 
this, liecausc worry and fussing only 
make the condition worse. Worry it 
self is a common cause of increase-1 
pressure 

An increased blood pleasure may 
be duo t ■) one of many causes. If 
the heart loses some of its power to 
contract, the pressure is affected. 
Other reasons for an abnormal blood 


pressure are loss of the elasticity 
which healthy arteries have, or kid¬ 
ney trouble, or the occurence of some 
acute or chronic disease. It l?. ca3f 
to see, therefore, that there arc 
many conditions which arc the real 
underlying cause of a’terations in 
the blood pressure. 

The gravity, or otherwise of an in¬ 
creased blood pressure depends, first 
' f all, upon what is causing the troa 
blc, and then as to whether or not 
the cause can be removed or correct¬ 
ed by proper treatment. 

In addition to the treatment direct 
ed towards the removal of the cause, 
mean that the person becomes an in- 
vaMd; indeed, far from it, because 
os. But it is necessary that attention 
bo given to diet, rcat, fresh air, and 

exorcise or work which does not fat¬ 
igue is actualip relpful in mo*t cas-1 
es. But it is necessary that attention 
be given to diet, rest, fresh air, a^d 
it is usually necessary that a new 
ed, a least for a time. This does r.ot 
or altered mode of living b c follow- 
such other apparently simple, but im 
Is overweight must reduce. A’cohol 
must be given up. 

Just what treatment is needed var¬ 
ies from case to case, as ro two are 
exactly alike, and that is why cac’i 
needs advice, and supervision on the 
part of the famil doctor so that c'ac'i 
may be told how to live in accordance 
with the particular requirement:; of 
his case.
